Canton, June 9. 

Repeated alarms and warnings of approaching 
Japanese raiders do not allow Canton to rest. After a 
second night of terror from bombers, and the terrible 
menace of fire from incendiary missiles, the city was 
awakened at 5.45 am. to-day by the clanging of bells and 
screaming of sirens which are again in’ operation with 
the partial restoration of power. 

Until 7 am. the raiders cruised over the city, but 
as far as can be gathered there was no bombing. Until 
they disappeared, however, business was at a standstill 
and crowds packed the Bund and watched the progress 
of the aircraft with apprehensiveness. 

The fires which had blazed furiously within a few 
hundred yards of the Shameen during the night had been 
controlled by morning, and only a smoking ruin was left 
to show where the incendiary bombs had crashed.

University in 1926; and was made a 
C.M.G. by His Majesty the King tn 
the New Yeur Honours of 1937. 

Incidentally, Mr. Kotewall’s 
polntment to_a third term on 
Legislative Council was an 
unique in the Colony, 

Following: his talking his 
Council, he tdentifled himself with 
practically every lvenl public and 
charitable institution: So numerous 
were the activites Chat Il ds | im- 
possible to enumerate them. For 
many years it has been recognised 
that Mr. Kotewnll Js one of the 
busiest men in the Colony, and 
public reference to this has been 
made on several occasions. 

His devotion to public Interests 
has been acknowledged by succ 
sive Governors, from Sir Edward 
Stubbs, and the large number of 
letters which he has received beur- 
Ing testimony to his ability, energy 
and unwearying, devotion, to-day are 
probably more valued by Sir Robert 
Kotewall than worldly things. 

At the beginning of the general 
strike and boycott of 1924 when the 
Nnancial fabric of the Colony was 
shuken fo its foundations, when 
several native banks had clored their 
doors and many more were 
threatened with the same fate, Mr, 
Kotewall addressed a joint mecting 
of the Executive and Lepgisintive 
Councils under the presidency — of 
Slr Edward Stubbs, and sticeeeded in 
persuading, the Councils to re- 
commend to the Seeretary of State 
an oImperiat loan of $30,000,000, 
which was granted, and saved the 
stuatlon. At this time af s, he 
rendered — other services, whieh 
brought the award of the C.M.G. 
This high distinction was conferred 
only three years after his appoint- 
ment to the Legislative Council, an- 
other unparalleled event in the 
history of the Colony. 

When Str Cecil Clementi invested 
Mr. Kotewall with the Insignia, he 
referred to the reclpient’s unwenry- 
Ing zealand capnble work on behalf 
of the Colony, and loyal and constant 
devotion ta duty during the anxie- 
ties and diMcultles of the previous 
two yeurs, Sir Cecl] went on to say 
that it was largely thanks to Mr. 
Kotewall and = his colleague Sir 
Shouson Chow that the Chinese and 
Europenn communities of Hongkong 
met and overcame the hazards of 
those recent years with a common 
purpose and in a spirit of co- 
operation, goodwill and mutual 
understanding.

No less valuable has been the con- 
tribution he has made during the 
last fifteen years towards cementing 
the harmony and concord among all 
sections of the community.

One young gentieman, whose tuma-

Many of the wife-bentors whose 
vices are paraded before the courts 
ure no worse in character than lots’ 
of other ambitious, self-centred 
men. They are mercly less success- 

ul. : 

Husbands who make a habit of 
getting drunk often counle thts 
with wife-benting. 

Then the nelghbours say that it 
is the drink that made him crucl. 
But they aro wrong. 


You can bet your boots that 
something quite élse, some serioun 
frustration in his Itfe, has caused 
both the drunkenness and the 
cruelty. . 

Neither drunkenness nor crucity 
1s a dtsense In itself. Both are 
symptoma of some deeper discnsc, 

The wifc-beater, lke the drunk- 
ard, behnves In the way he does 
because he is being thwarted In 
some simple human desire. And If 
he 1s to be cured, he musl get a 
doctor to Mind out what tt ds. 

Some people sny that A. P. 
Herbert's Act, by making divorce 
easter, is very hard on the chil- 
dren, 

Psychulonists have little use for 
opinions of that kind. A jruod 
home js one In which the children 
Jove and respeet their parents. 

A quarre] between parents ts lke 
an earthquake toa child. And if 
quarrels are frequent, and if they 
have a habit of becoming violent. 
then the children wilh vrow up 
neurotic and abnormal, 

They would be far better in an 
orphanage. 

A doctor 1 tnlked to the other 
day told me about a family he 
knew where there was a cruel 
husband, 

The wife was 35 years old and 
she bad a son of six, This husband 
of hers was fifty. He was "5 wo- 
logically mad.” but not certifably 
mad-——although the doctor sald 
that the day would come when he 
would be certifable. 

This madness did not stop him 
from being able to mannge u busi- 
ness very well, But he had a repu- 
tation for grent crucity In his 
administration of It.

This husband showed little 
mercy in the home. He had boxed

Useless Disputing About 
Taste . 


Obviously this is no conflict for 
Iuymen to intrude upon. The battle 
risks even to impartial neutrals are 
excessive. Yet it is a little startling. 
to find one really eminent critic ob- 
serving that the status of the R.A. 
Exhibition may be judged from the 
fact that hardly o picture in it would 
bear the simple test of belng looked 
at upside downt 

This, in fact, gets right down to 
the root of the controversy. One 
school of art likes its pictures to re- 
semble as closely as possible what 
they sct out to depict. To the other 
school this Is hideously photographic, 
ond what these disciples desire is 
syncopated inspiration from — the 
artist, It does not matter a .hoot 
whether the picture looks like any- 
thing so long as its composition .in 
colour scheme and outline nnd group- 
ing in satisfying. It wants to handle 
paint as a musician handles sound. 
“A cow by any other shape would 
milk as sweet perhaps conveys their 
outlook, 

We all know what Whistler. sald to 
the lady who complained that she 
had never seen Battersea Bridge lool 
like that. “Ah, Madam, don’t you 
wish you could!” That is’ true 
enough. We look to the eye of the 
artist to Interpret facts better and 
more benutifully than normal vision. 
But is there ‘not some lindt to this 
nrtistle Ncence? May there not come 
n point at Which, as in the case of 
much Surrealist nonsense, the honest 
reply of the astounded and indignant 
layman would be, “Thank God, I 
don’t and can’t!" , 

Moreover, when we are told that 
the R.A, have wandered from the old 
master tradition, while we muy aitree 
that’ much orthodox worl fs nowa~ 
duys far too unexcltingly , copylst, 
and too mechanical, may we not isk 
which old master ever painted men 
and. women ‘ke over-Inflated — bal- 
loons or trees that looked — like a,.

Some of — the 
students like a little muste while 
they partake of refrernments, So 
when they get up to deposit a nickel 
In the victoria, Uiey usually lose thelr 
sen We solved the problem by 
placing a tstooge’ in the shop. Any- 
body wanting to play the victrola, 
slinply cally for the ‘stooge’, who for 
a fee of one-cent, will deposit: the 
nickel in the machine, In this way, 
the student wanting music docsn't 
Jose bis seat,” 


ADDITIONAL SERVICES 


Other services Included: 

Parking n student's car for a fee 
of ten cents, and one which mukes an 
impression on na student’s best girl. 
The latter operates this way: 

“For instance,” Wilimarth sald, ‘a 
student is out walking with his ptrl 
on the campus. We arrange a dele- 
dation of four to walk up to the 
couple and congratulate the student 
on some feat he performed, slap him 
on the back, ete.”

It appears the oMecra of the ship, 
for whom the master ia responsibic, 
made an crror jn cstimating the off- 
shore tide. 

The Bonrd found Sixth Assistant 
Engincer John J, Terlin and Ordinary 
Seaman Spencer Smilic guilty of 
misconduct, It found approximately 
eight members of the crew, whose 
numes ore not revealed, and an un- 
known but small number of passen- 
fers guilty of “reprehensible 
conduct.”

AIR RECORDS 
BROKEN 


Parls, June 8. 

Captain Maurice Rossi, the well- 
known French pitot who, with Paul 
Codos, crented the world’s endurance 
record of 5,657 miles in 1935, has 
ndded three new international records 
to his tally. 

Flying over n distance of 3,106 miles 
(5,000 metres) with a paying load of 
one ton, Roshi averaged a speed of 
249 miles per hour over the entire 
course, Improving the existing record 
of 202 milea per hour over this dis- 
tanec. The new record breaks three 
old ones—for planes without loads, 
with 500 kilograms ond with 1,000 
Kilogram tvady,—Trans-Ocvan, 
again, when he picked up Ab Poy, 
the captain's principal cook, Lt.- 
Cdr. Boyle and the Surgeon- 
Lieutenant were also present. 

Lt.-Cdr. Boyle spoke In English 
to witness, and sald, “Ask Ah Poy 
iw he had been fortard carly 
in the morning.” Witness trans- 
Intect the question to Ah Poy, and 
delivered his answer to the Lt-Cdr. 
Witness said to Lt-Cdr, Boyle, “Ah 
Poy said he had not gone fortard 
after 12) p.m." 

Cross-exumined, witness said the 
Chinese vn board slept in all parts 
of the ship, on the upper deck und 
in the ‘tween decks. He agreed that 
the upper deck on the after end of 
the waist on the starboard side’ was 
specialty reserved for the Chinese 
crew. 

Chung Poy, alias Ah Poy, captain’s 
cook, sald he had been in’ the Navy 
for over 20 years. He finished work 
nbout 9 p.m, on May I, and went 
to bed about 10.30 p.m, He was 
awalened as usual at 5.30 a.m. next 
doy. Witness slept outside the cap- 
tain's galley door. On May 2, he 
was amongst a parade of the Chinese 
crew, but the purpose of the parade 
was not explained to him. Dwycr 
was present and picked out witness. 
Ah Poy declared that he hnd not 
been up during the night between 
10,30 p.m. and 5.30 a.m. 

Formal evidence was given by 
Police Sergeant T. G, Mackay, the 
police photographer, of having taken 
several photographs of various purts 
of the ship on May 25, 

The hearing is proceeding.

Protcst Over Bombing 
Of Lingnam 


Canton, June 9. 

Strong representations have been 
lodged simultancously by the Ameri- 
can Consulates In| Canton and in 
Hongkong with the Japanese Govern- 
ment against the bombing of the 
Lingnam University, an American 
missionary institute, yesterday, tt ts 
relinbly learned. 

Three bombs were dropped by the 
Japanese airmen an the university

Immediately after the bombing, the 
faculty of the University held an 
emergency meeting when It wus 
decided to suspend the examinations 
for the academie year end which were 
being held, and to allow students 
to return to* their homes, Senior 
students, however, may continue to 
take their examinations for gradua-

Hankow, June 9. 

Repeated Japanese aerial 
bombardments: of Chengchow, 
junction of the Lunghai and 
Hankow-Peiping railways, have 
given rise to serious concern for 
the fate of a handful of 
foreigners, including a Briton, 
Dr. Donald Hankey, which has 
mot yet evacuated. There was 
another raid yesterday. 

The ralds have interrupted oll 
telegraphic and rail communication 
between Hankow and Chengchow, 
although tl ois hoped to resume the 
train service between these cities 
to-day. 

Dr. Hankey {s known to be Jabour- 
ing night and day attending wounded 
Chinese soldiers. Prior to the Inter- 
ruption of communications he tele- 
sraphed Haonkow stating he intended 
to remaln at Chengchow despite the 
prospect of an early Jupanese attack, 

Latest information from the front 
says Aghting is at present taking 
place at Pajsha on the Lunghal 
rallway.--—Reuter, 

HEROIC RESISTANCE 
Hankow, June 8. 

Chinese troops are offering heroic 
resistance to the Japanese near 
Chungmou, midway along the Lung- 
hot Railwny between Kaifeng and 
Chengchow, 

Reports received here to-day state 
tha losses on both sides have been 
terrific, 

A small detachment of Japanese 
troops has advanced as far us 
Yuhsien, which Is about 30 miles 
south of Kaifeng, and jt ts supposed 
that they will push westward along 
the road to the Pelping-Hankow 
railway, which they will attempt to 
cut somewhere in the vicinity of 
Hsuechou, 40 miles south of the 
Junction at Chengchow and 240 miles 
north of Hankow. 

Chinese military circles, however, 
do not belleve that the Japanese 
advance on the’ Pelping-Hankow 
Railway would stand much chance 
of success at present, because strong 
Chinese forces are concentrated near 
Hsucchou. 

Another Japanese detachment Is 
moving tn a south-westerly direction 
from Luyin, on the Anhwei-Honan 
border, and pushing in the direction 
of Chouchinkou, with Its ultimate ulm 
Yengcheng, also on the Pelping- 
Hankow Railway. 

RAIN SLOWING ADVANCE 

The relatively slow advunce of the 
Japanese through the plains ot 
Honan, where they are encountering 
Uttic resistance, is attributed here to 
continuous rain, which js bogging the 
Japanese mechanised units and sup- 
ply wagons. 

Mennwhile, reports from  Hofei 
indicate that the Chinese are resisting 
with some success the Japanese 
efforts to penctrate further westward 
in southern Anhwel. 
Japanese activity, however, 
tinues in the Yanegtse Valicy, Seven- 
teen Japanese warships, stationed 
between Takung and Anking, have 
steamed up the river towards the 
latter eity, bombarding Chinese 
fortifications on both  banks-—
